Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: INTEGRATION OF MULTIPLE SOFTWARE 
DEVELOPMENT ON THE SERVER SIDE. 

5. The use of the trademark "Java, J2EE, CompuServe, Prodigy, America Online, 
Microsoft, Netscape, Windows, Oracle, MySQL" etc. has been noted in this application. It 
should be appropriate or proper term (see MPEP 608.0 l(v)) used, wherever it appears and be 
accompanied by the generic terminology. Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent 
applications, the proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to 
prevent their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

- page 8 [0049] word "Liuns" should have been "Linux". 

- Page 8 [0052] word "central 30" should have been "central server 30". 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Drawings 

7. The drawings were received on Nov. 15, 2002. These drawings are not acceptable by the 
examiner. 

Fig. 1 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show the labels for each 
elements as described in the specification (See Applicant's specification pages 4-5). Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be , 
shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Fig. 3 is objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because reference 
character "10" has been used to designate both 'users' and 'workstations' (See Applicant's 
specification page 8). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are 
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required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

8. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: The use of the trademark 
"J2EE" (See attached document) has been noted in the claim. It should be appropriate or proper 
term (see MPEP 608.0 l(v)) used, wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

9. The numbering of claims is not proper, they should have been numbered as 1, 2, 3. . . 
instead of [cl], [c2], [c3]... Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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1 1 . Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 2 contains the trademark/trade name "J2EE" (See attached document). Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular 
material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is 
uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular 
material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the 
goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. 

The rejection of the base claim is necessarily incorporated into the dependent claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if 
the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 



13. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(e) as being anticipated by US Publication 
No. 2003/0192029 to Hughes (hereinafter, Hughes). 
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Per claim 1: 

Hughes discloses: 

- A system for software development comprising (See FIG. 1 and related discussion): 

- a client side component (See FIG. 1 and related discussion); 

- a client system connecting to a server system (See FIG. 1 and related discussion), and 

- a plurality of server side components (See FIG. 1 and related discussion). 

Per claim 2: 

The rejection of claim 1 is incorporated, and further, Hughes discloses: 

- an Account and Users manager, a Project manager, a Source code compilation and 
run-time management, a Repository Manager, a Datasource Manager, a J2EE Center, 
a Requirements and Analysis center, a DrawBoard, and a Productivity Wizard (See 
FIGs. 8-10 and related discussion). 

Per claim 3: 

The rejection of claim 1 is incorporated, and further, Hughes discloses: 

- the client side connects to the server system using a LAN (See FIG. 1 and related 
discussion). 

Per claim 4: 

The rejection of claim 1 is incorporated, and further, Hughes discloses: 
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- the client side connects to the server system using a WAN (See FIG. 1 and related 
discussion). 

Per claim 5: 

The rejection of claim 1 is incorporated, and further, Hughes discloses: 

- the client side connects to the server system using an Ethernet connection (See FIG. 1 
and related discussion). 

Per claim 6: 

The rejection of claim 1 is incorporated, and further, Hughes discloses: 

- the datasource manager manages an oracle database and a plurality of SQL databases 
(See FIG. 1 and related discussion).
